In compliance with a resolution adopted in Town Meeting, 
March 4th, 1856, the Selectmen submit the following Report. 

The Selectmen were instructed by a vote of the Town, last 
March Meeting, to pay the claim presented by the building com- 
mittee of the Town Hall at West Rutland, amounting to $555.38. 

A road was laid by a Court’s Committee, from the marble quar- 
ries in West Rutland, north to E. C. Chatterton’s, and the amount 
of land damage allowed by them was $1,575.00. The Town has 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and a decision will be made at the 
next session of the Court. 

A suit has been commenced by B. F. Langdon, of Castleton, to 
recover of the Town a large sum in consequence of business done 
by Isaac Gibson, as constable.
